JAPS WIN AGAIN,
Dafeat Small Body of Russians With
Bome Losses on Both Bides.
Toklo, June 3~(Noomn)—A body of
Japanese cavalry encountered and de-
feated a mixed force of Rumsian cav-
alry, Infantry and artillery near Licha-
ton, nine miles north of Pu Landien on
Monday last, May 30, The engagement
began at 12:20 p, m, and lasted for
two bours, the Russian troops being
finally driven northward. The Japan-
ese had 24 men Kkilled, including the
officer and 37 wounded, Including four
officers. The movemant of the Rus-
slan forces southward indicales a pos-
sible effort to relleve Port Arthur. The

Russlan losses are unknown.
